Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant amended the claim 1, 10-14 and 
19-20, the applicant elimates parts of the preamble and inserts the parts of the preamble into the body of the claim inven tion. Therefore, 
the applicant raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. The applicant further argues that the Examiner 
equates "receiving market data" to "satisfaction density profile". In the final rejection, the examine r noted that "receiving market data" is 
taught in Figs. 2 and 4 of the patent 6,012,046. Figs. 2 shows that the satisfaction density profile is a two -dimentsional grid. Price is 
represented on the vertical axis and quantity is represented on the horizontal axis. Fig. 2 shows that the trader is fully williing to buy 
1000,000 at $99.50, but under no circustances is willing to buy the same quantity at $100.1245, or any quantity at $101.00 (see column 
6, line 47-column 7, line 5 of Lupien et al.) Lupien et at. also teaches the orders are entered in the form of a satisfaction density profile 
that represents a degree of satisfaction to trade a particular instrument at various (price, quantity) combinations (see abstract). 
Therefore, Lupien teaches the claimed invention.
